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with a viow to keeping a watch over these persona, formed two groups—one led 
by hint self at Pir and the other at the Custom House near the Jetty The latter 
party was to bo ready to rush to the spot immediately after getting a signal from 
him and intercept the suspected vessel. Accordingly, Shri Patole with his party 
proceeded to Haji Moskit Pir Daren. Shriwardhan." on Ihe night of 25th Fehruaiv 
1*157, wnue the other party kept watch over the sea shore at a distance Of about 
three miles. 


In the early hours of 26th February 1987, Shri Patole and his party saw four 
Persons arriving at Darga and + hoveurwn h» challenged '.tirm and apprehended two 
persons while the olber two ran ewev, Shri PiAol" immediately ran aft^r them 
followed by the Sub-lnsneN 0 r Shri Fedlani (who was it some distance hehind 
him), overtook them in the adjoining jungle and bad a scuffle with them. One of 
the smugglers (hereupon opened Are and Shri Patnlo too returned 1h-> fire with 
his revolver. Finally, one of the smugglers shot him in the abdomen iniurlng him 
seriously. The two smugglers ran awav with his .380 revolver and Shri Patole was 
rushed to the hospital. All efforts were made to save his valuable life hut to no 
avail, and Shri Patole unfortunately died on 3rd March 1067. In this operation, 
the late Shri Patole displayed a kpen sense of resourcefulness and conspicuous 
bravery of a very high order. He performed his duty ev n n at the risk of his life.
